The Tile Makers, 


They held a state convention at Spring- 


field this week. In his annual address, 
President Pike, of Chenoa, discussed at 
some length the influence of tile drainage 
on the healthfulucBS of the state by the 
reduction of the amount of marshy sur- 
face. He estimated that prior to 1880 
there had been 45,000,000 lineal foot of 
tile drain laid in the state; that there 
were 22,000,000 feet laid in I860, 27,000,- 
000 laid in 1881, 38,000,000 in 1882, and 
61,000,000 in 1883. 
Since the last named 


date statistics are wanting, but he be- 
lieved the total laid to date is folly 500,- 
000,000 feet, or nearly 95,000 miles. At a 
moderate charge for the tile and for lay- 
ing it, this had been f ccomplished at a 
cost of not lees than 815,000,000. He 
combatted the idea that the tile draining 
increases the severity of drouths, or ren- 
dered farm crops less able to endure 
them, and argued the very opposite in 
each case. He demands several amend- 
ments to the drainage laws of the state, 
and urges that the lien laws should afford 
protection to the makers of tile.
